FIRST GILLARD LECTURER, VISITS B.C.S. 



On November 21st and 22nd, Earle 
Birney, twice winner of the Governor 
General's Award treated the school to 
first an evening of reading from his own 
work and the next day to two 
workshops for forty of the keenest 
English students.

We look forward to the lime you will 
spend among us, Dr. Birney and I am 
sure our heads will be challenged and 
our hearts enriched," 

Shirley's hopes and expectations, here 
expressed, were indeed met, by the un- 
folding of the next two clays with the 
Canadian Poet, Earle Birney.

DIARY OF ANNE FRANK 
MORE THAN JUST A PLAY!

It was a human experience. Everyone 
involved was lifted above the acting to a 
demension of realization and truth 
where there was no blanket of illusion. 
The terrors, tensions and emotions were 
real, for the events that were presented 
really happened-and happened recently. 
We tried to understand the strengths, 
weaknesses and fears of the Franks, the 
Van Doans and Mr. Dussel who were in 
hiding, caught in the hate and turmoil of 
World War II. 

It order to understand in greater 
depth what those eight people endured, 
we, in the cast, went into hiding 
ourselves. We stayed for 32 hours on 
the stage, under conditions similar to 
those faced in the real Secret Annex. 
With very limited food, ten hours of 
silence during the day. no heating and 
cramped quarters, it was a difficult test. 




There were ten in the cast. David 
Stankahis as Mr. Frank, Mary Hallward 
as Anne, Louise Heenan as Mrs. Frank, 
Jill Booth as Mergot, John Bunge as 
Peter, Sue Chadwick as Mrs. Van Doen, 
Brent Johnson as Mr. Van Doan, Peter 
Sanchez as Mr. Dussel, Judi Webster as 
Meip Gies and Ed Journeaux as Mr. 
Krater. 



It was frightening to feel the effects of 
those limitations, but it gave a new light 
and perspective to our understanding 
and created a bond between each of us. 
If it had been hard for us, how must it 
have been for them with constant fear, 
uncertainty, and hunger — and for so 
long? 

When Mr. Evans met us for the first 
time, he said that what we were about to 
do would effect us profoundly. He was 
right. From the start, we dedicated the 
production to those real people who had 
suffered; our objective was to keep alive 
Anne's wish to go on living even after 
her death. We feel her belief that people 
are really "good at heart" must continue 
to be heard. 

We, who have heard Anne Frank, 
have a new understanding that will 
never be forgotten.
